BOXING AT THE 
REX THEATRE 


On Friday evening a series of box- 
ing bouts took place at the Rex 
Theatre, There was a good attend- 
ance in spite of the heat, the theatre 
being nearly full. 

The first match was between Tom- 
my Rogers, of Calgary, and Basil 
Daines. . Rogers took the place of 
Charlie Flynn at short notice in a 
sporting fashion. This was a six- 
round, no-decision match, refereed by 
Harry Davis. It was a good match, 
though Rogers was quite definitely 
the better boxer. Daines on the 
whole was the more aggressive, even 
though he had to stand some fairly 
severe punishment. He had slightly 
the longer reach and at times this en- 
abled him to get night over Rogers 
and inflict some sharp blows on the 
head. He was inclined on these oc- 
casions to use foul blows and was 
cautioned by the referee several tim- 
es as a result. Rogers on the other 
hand waited for his man, and in reply 
to his leads got in heavy blows, usual- 
ly swinging round the opposing 
guard, but occasionally going straight 
through it. There was considerably 
more weight and steam behind his 
punches than those of Daines, who 
used a left which was almost as much 
of a push as a blow. Though there 
was no decision, it seemed as though 
Rogers ‘had quite definitely the best of 
the match, but it was a good fast 
match with little or no clinching and 
no noticeable marks of punishment on 
either man at its close. 

The second match was between the 
Fighting Swede and E. McCabe, of 
Quebec. In this match it was an- 
nounced that the Swede, who was 
taking the place of Baden Whiteside, 
weighed 171% Ibs. against the 160 of 

fi McCabe. The Swede did not look the 

: heavier man, and, being only 18 years 

old, enjoyed the sympathy of the on- 
Ahi lookers. This was a 12-round match, 
ey but it was a disappointing one from 
a the standpoint at least of those who 
oO like to see open boxing. It consisted 
a almost entirely of clinching, with both 
men making great efforts to land 
damaging body blows in the infight- 
ing. Hardly a single clean blow was 
landed at long range. Again and again 
the men rushed in with wild swings 
or the rather futile-looking push 
stroke, missed and fell into a clinch 
in which they wrestled until broken 
by the referee, who was Tommy Rog- 
ers. In the first few rounds it looked 
to most of the spectators as if Mc- 
Cabe would win rather easily, for the 
Swede appeared to be done and able 
to keep himself out of serious damage 
only with the utmost difficulty. As 
ie the match went on, however, he se2 v- 
s ed to get his second wind and maé¢e 
oe several good aggressive rushes in 
which he drove McCabe to,the r-pes 
and landed a few blows, but they had 

not a great amount of weight beh 
them and certainly did not bother Mc- 
Cabe unduly. McCabe, on the other 
hand, seemed to lay himself open to 
decisive blows repeatedly. This was 
due mainly to his practice of ducking 
* this head and almost standing still, in- 
viting a quick long range fighter to 
uppercut him at will. Only once did 
the Swede really take advantage of 
these opportunities and then his 
stroke was not a really heavy one. 
So far as the infighting went it looked 
as if McCabe had somewhat though 
not much the best of it. At the close 
of the 12th round the referee gave the 
decision to the Swede, stating that he 
had the advantage over McCabe by 2 

rounds. 

The main match was between A. 
Wilson, the welter-weight champion of 
‘Western Canada, and Williams, of 
Red Deer. Wilson, who is a ‘Scots- 
man from Ayrshire, was given as 
weighing 143% Ibs., while Williams 
was given as 145 Ibs. This match was 
- aS open as the previous one had been 
close. It was refereed by Fred Lund. 
(“Like the previous match, it was a lit- 
tle disappointing, because of its one- 
sided character. Wilson was obvious- 
ly far too good for ‘Williams from the 
start. He was much the most impres- 
fe sive boxer seen during the evening. 
af In contrast to the restless and un- 
certain activity of Williams, Wilson 
stood almost still in the middle of the 
ring, pivoting to face his circling op- 
ponent and with both hands quietly 

a ready for instant action. When he 
8 did strike, it was done with the  ut- 
y most speed, with great power and 

with a perfectly clear knowledge of 

where he intended his blows to land. 

There was nothing of the swinging 

rush which aims at smashing a way 

through the opponent's guard some. 
how and trusting to some extent to 
luck to land a damaging blow. Wil- 
liams was quick. He had a slight ad- 
vantage in height and reach and he 
ducked cleverly on several occas. 
ions, but he was quite unable to pro- 
tect himself from Wilson’s attack. On 
. Several occasions in the first two or 
three rounds Williams slipped to the 
ground as the result of rushing and 
missing. On one occasion it seemed 
. as if Wilson had thrown him down 
_Tather than hit him, and there was a 
slight demonstration against Wilson, 
‘but the referee did not indicate that 
he considered anything wrong had 
been done. At the close of the third 
round Wilson drove Williams to his 
; corner and mercilessly slogged ‘him 
i till the bell rang. In the fourth round 
y! it became apparent that the ena was 
Bis . near, the severe body punishment tell- 


; . ing heavily on Williams, who was 
ie down several times either through 
: slipping or through body blows. The 


fifth round brought the end, Wilson 
flooring his man again and again. Wil- 
liams rose most pluckily to continue 
a hopeless battle, but after he had 
gone down for the Afth or sixth time 
Referee Lund did not wait to count 
ot him out but gave the match to Wilson. 
oF Tt was the victory of an experienced 
‘ fighter with a complete control of his 
natural weapons and a knowledge of 
how to economize his efforts so as to 
12 make the utmost effective use of h's 
strength against a fast and plucky but 
slap-dash, haphazard opponent. 
In none of the matches during the 
evening was any blood drawn, and 
_they were all conducted In a thorough. 
ly good spirit, while the promoters 
rightly discouraged the foolish and 
unsportsmanlike remarks which some 
epectators are apt to shout during tho 
gourse of the rounds, 


THE CITIZENS’ CUP 
Red Deer v. Wood River 


The only match for the Citizens’ 
Cup on Dominion Day was played be- 
tween Red Deer and Wood River. The 
ground was in good condition, the 
short but heavy:shower during the 
afternoon having taken the hardness 
out of it without making it really 
heavy. 

Red Deer kicked off, and from carly 
on had rather the best of the play. 
Lowe and Bell in the forward line 
played excellent football and made re- 
peated raids on the visitors’ goal. The 
game, however, was by no means one- 
sided, the ball going from end to end 
of the ground at a fast pace. Wood 
River had several excellent players 
in their side, their inside right in par- 
ticular being a very dangerous play- 
er, dribbling skilfully and making 
good openings for his colleagues. The 
Red Deer defence was quite sound, 
however, and stood up well to all at- 
tacks, Haste being perhaps the  out- 
standing member of it in the early 
part of the game. The cool and clever 
work of Bell at inside left for Red 
Deer ‘fairly soon resulted in his put- 
ting across a nice pass close into the 
goal mouth and this was converted by 
Les. Reed into the first goal of the 
match. A few minutes later Doug. 
Lowe got an excellent chance close in 
and added a second point. Wood 
River played up hard after these re- 
verses and made some strong attacks 
on the Red Deer goal. One of these 
left the goal absolutely open and at 
the mercy of their left wing forward 
close in, but the final shot was weakly 
made and hit the cross bar and went 
over, while Caswell disposed of other 
attacks quite satisfactorily. Red Deer 
retaliated and got away, and for the 
third time put the ball through, but 
this goal was disallowed as offside, 
a decision which might be open to 
question, but the defending side were 
entitled to the benefit of the doubt. 
Half time came with the score 2-0. 

The second half was very hotly 
contested and at times very exciting. 
The Red Deer forwards did not seem 
quite so dangerous in this half, 
though they made many raids and 
forced several corners, but could not 
put a finish on their attacks. The 
wing men did not seem able to get 
really away, with the result that too 
much depended on the inside men, 
who were pretty closely watched. On 
the other hand, Wood River made a 
number of most dangerous attacks 
which certainly Idoked as if they 
would result in a score, but the final 
shots went wide or were saved by 
Caswell, who played an exceedingly 
good game in goal. During this half 
Carswellat back and Griffin at centre 
half were prominent in stopping the 
Wood River attacks, though all the 
defence played soundly. Like Red 
Deer, Wood River forced several cor- 
ners, which were finely placed but 
were got away by the defence. 

A certain amount of feeling crept 
into the game during this half which 
was regrettable, but it was checked 
before it went to any serious lengths. 
It is a great pity for players to begin 
to nag at one another during a game. 
This only leads to {ll temper and foul 
play. dt da infinitely the ‘better 
course to play in silence right through 
except for the briefest appeals to the 
referee on such points as offside and 
hands. 

No further scoring took place, and 
the game ended in a victory for Red 
Deer 2-0. It was a good game, well 
contested throughout. Red Deer’s 
team this season is playing quite well. 
They could do with better control of 
the ball in some cases, and the halv- 
es are a little apt to kick too hard and 
recklessly at times, but on the whole 
the team is a sound one with no really 
weak spots. It would be an excellent 
thing if an attempt was made to give 
some of the older High School boys 
an occasional place in the team in or- 
der to encourage them to learn the 
finer points of the game.

Tar Sands Shipped East 
Thirteen carloads of tar sands 
from the Draper leases at Waterways 
were shipped east during the months 
of May and June, for the purpose of 
experimental road building at various 
points in the Dominion. 
First Shipment of Salt Made 
The first shipment of salt from the 
new salt wells of the Alberta Salt Co 
below Fort McMurray on the Atha- 
basca River came from the north last 
week. The plant is producing about 
25 tons of salt per day. 
Labour Bureau Giving Service 
Indications of the improved condi- 
tions on the farms of Alberta are 
seen in the figures of placements on 
the farms made by the Provincial Lab- 
or Bureau during the first six months 
of this year, compared with the same 
period of the two previous years. The 
total placements for the half-year in 
1926 have been 18,168, and of these 
62.5 per cent. or 9,549 were place- 
ments on farms. This is compared 
with only 44.3 per cent. in 1924 and 
32.6 per cent. in 1923. There has 
been a big increase.in the placements 
of female help on the farms, the total 
for the first six months of this year 
being 843 compared with 471 for six 
months of 1924, and 384 in 1923. Thi« 
is a distinct indication of better condi- 
tions among the farmers.

A social was theld in the Eckville 
church on Friday evening in honor of 
Mrs. ‘Charles Lowe and her daughter, 
who are leaving this month for 
Seattle. A short program and games 
constituted the evening’s entercain- 
ment, and‘an excellent lunch was 
served at the close. 

A well attended dance was held in 
Liberty Hall on Friday evening last. 

This town and district were shocked 
to learn of a- double tragedy last Wed- 
nesday and Thursday morning about 
8 miles northwest of here, near Gilby. 
Mr. Jacob Motteus, a man of 30, was 
occupied with grinding an axe when 
the emery wheel which he was using 
broke into pieces and smashed in his 
forehead, and caused the man to lose 
consciousness, which he never regain- 
ed in the four hours which intervened 
between the accident at 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon on Wednesduy, June 24, 
until at 9 o’clock when death came to 
the unfortunate man. Mr. Motteus 
had the emery wheel fixed on a shaft 
with a 4-inch pulley on, and belted 


direct to one of the rear wheels of a 


Ford car. It is claimed that by this 
the emery wheel was running at a 


great speed, which was the cause of 


it breaking, the pieces flying and hit- 
ting him square in the face. 

On a neighboring farm to where 
Jacob Motteus was killed, and on the 
same afternoon, Mrs. Oscar Motteus 
gave birth to a child. Her condition 
was rather precarious, Dr. Sommer- 
ville having been called rather late, 
and some way or other she got to hear 
of the accident to Jacob. Motteus, he 
being a close acquaintance and coun- 
tryman of hers. It is reported that 
the doctor left the place at about 2 a.m. 
on Thursday morning, having given 
her care, and nothing serious was 
feared, but two hours later death took 
her from the newly-born baby boy, 
from seven other children, the old- 
est being 15 years of age, and her hus- 
band, Mr. Oscar Motteus. It is be- 
lieved that the news of the fatal acci- 
dent of_Jacob Motteus, if not the main 
cause, was certainly a contributing 
factor to her unexpected death. Al- 
though the names of the two so un- 
expectedly deceased were the same, 
they were not related to each other: 
they also happened to come from the 
same district in Estonia about fifteen 
years ago. Mr. Jacob Motteus, who 
was a single man, lived with his mar- 
ried brother, August, some 6 miles 
from the place where the accident took 
place. Mrs. Oscar Motteus was a hard 
working woman, being mother to eight 
children. If there ever was a deserv- 
ing case, here is one, Mr. Motteus be- 
ing in rather pressing circumstances 
and left alone with all the little child- 
ren, is facing quite a problem. Mrs. 
Motteus, sr., has temporarily taken 
the baby. The remains of both de- 
ceased were laid to rest in the Gilby 
cemetery on Saturday afternoon. The 
whole neighborhood turned out to 
show the respect for the dead and 
sympathy for the bereaved families. 
Mr. John Raabis conducted the burial 
ceremony in the Estonian language, 
and Rev. Mr. Johnson in the English. 
Mr. H. Kingsep also spoke feelingly, 
briefly sketching the lives of the dead. 
He said it was a case, especially as 
far as the woman was_ concerned, 
where the duty of the state was at 
fault. The inadequate medical and 
nursing facilities in the outlying dis- 
tricts were the primary cause of this 
mother being in the grave now in 
place of caring for her children. ‘The 
feeling among the crowd was shown 
by a collection being taken, and the 
sum of around $40 was handed over 
to the bereaved father and children. 
The heartfelt sympathy of all the peo- 
ple is going out to the bereaved fam- 
ilies, but especially to Mr. Oscar 
Motteus and the motherless children.

The Central Alberta Co-Operative 
Society shipped 3 carloads of ‘hogs to 
Calgary last week. No shipments 
were made to the Eastern Canadian 
markets owing to their being weaker. 
The cattle market generally is weak- 
ening as the grain-fed cattle come on- 
to it, and the prospects are that the 
hog market will be lower in the im. 
mediate future. 


There is a tremendous hay crop this 
year on what used to be Burnt Lake. 
There is now practically no water at 
all in the lake. 


The egg market is higher as will be 
seen by the advertisement of the ‘Cen- 
tral Alberta Co-Operative Society in 
this issue. 


‘Senator E. Michener speaks in the 
Senate on the Canadian-Australian 
Treaty and its effects on Alberta 
farming. 


In the course of last week the hot, 
dry weather had begun to do real harm 
to the crops, which in some cases were 
suffering severely, all districts sur- 
rounding Red Deer reporting the need 
of rain. Two short sharp showers on 
Wednesday afternoon and Saturdiay 
evening did little more than lay the 
dust and were very local in their dis- 
tribution. On Monday afternoon, how- 
ever, really heavy rain set in and 
lasted for about three hours. It stop- 
ped in the early part of the evening, 
but began again lightly about night- 
fall and continued for part of the 
night. Though much more would be 
welcome, this rain will greatly help 
the crops all through the district. 
Some hail fell on Saturday evening, 
particularly in the Willowdale district, 
and did damage, but it is not reported 
as widely distributed. 


In the Canadian Senate, on ‘25th 
June, the Rectprocity Treaty with 
Australia came up for its second 
reading. Senator Michener then point- 
ed out that the Treaty tad been 
recommended on the ground that it 
would benefit the Canadian pulp and 
paper industry, for which'a market to 
the value of some seven million dol- 
lars ig said to be available in Aus- 
tralia. Against this advantage, a 
comparatively slight one, there had to 
be set the very serious drawback that 
under the Treaty Australian butter 
would be given tariff advantages to 
the extent of 3c per pound, which 
would make it possible for Australian 
dairy farmers to flood the Canadian 
market with butter and that, too, pro- 
duced in the Australian summer at a 
minimum cost, when our butter pro- 
duced in the Winter (the Canadian 
Winter coinciding in time with the 
Australian summer) was at its maxi- 
mum cost of production. ‘The result 
would be to reduce the price of Cana- 
dian butter in the home market or dis- 
courage the dairying industry to a 
large extent. The Western farmers 
need further protection rather than 
reduced protection for their basic pro- 
ducts of their work, along the lines of 
the protection given to the United 
States farmers. 

The shipping of hay from the State 
of Washington to Vaucouver and Vic- 
toria has damaged the market there 
for Alberta hay, just as the prohibi- 
tive duty on cattle exported to the 
United States has shut our rough 
cattle, our stockers, out of the Chi- 
cago market. 

The new Treaty will open the Cana- 
dian stock market alsoto the Austral- 
ian stockmen who can raise their 
stock much more cheaply than our 
stockmen can, and in this way the 
stable and solid mixed farming indus- 
try will be discouraged in Canada. 
The advantage to be gained for the 
comparatively limited pulp and paper 
industry of Canada does not justify 
the damage likely to be done to the 
great farming industry by the arrange- 
ments of this Treaty. | 


SIXTH CROP REPORT 
Issued by Department of Agriculture, 
Government of Alberta, Edmonton, 
July 4, 1925. 

Hot weather accompanied by hot 
dry winds during the past week has 
made a distinct change in the crop 
situation over most of the province. 
The grain is still showing a_ healthy, 
vigorous growth Lut the stage has 
been reached where more rain will be 
needed within another week lif actual 
damage and lessening of ultimate 
yield is not to be the result. 

In a number of districts in the 
southern part of the province the hot 
weather and winds have already hada 
damaging effect on the wheat now 
headed out, the heads showing a 
shrunken condition that will mean a 
4> per cent. decrease in the yield. In 
these districts the most that can be 
hoped for now is that the undamaged 
portions of the heads will ‘fill. 

Generally speaking the situation 
continues to be satisfactory. The 
wheat is rapidly coming into the shot. 
blade, and in some districts in the 
south the early wheat is already head- 
ing out. Fall rye is well advanced, 
and the first cutting of alfalfa is under 
way. Range conditions continue ex- 
cellent, and the prospects are at pres- 
ent for plenty of feed. There is ample 
labor for present needs. 

It becomes more apparent as_ the 
season advances that the first estimat- 
es of wheat acreage will suffer con- 
siderable revision when the final fig- 
ures are available. Indications now 
are that there will be practically no 
increase in the general wheat acreage 
over the province, the addition to 


acreage in some districts being more 


than offset by the very large area 
withdrawn from wheat production in 


the south-eastern districts as a result 
of the removal of many farmers to 
other parts.

There is aiso to be considered the 
fact that a good deal of the area in 
the eastern central districts affected 
by worms has been re-seeded to other 
crops and withdrawn from the general 
wheat acreage. 

No estimate of wheat yields is as 
yet being attempted, but the situation 
is being surveyed with the view of 
making an estimate shortly. Some 
districts expect record yields, while 
others which suffered from wireworms 
and cutworms, and from the damaged 
effect of the hot, dry weather, will 
have considerably lowered yields. 

Damage from hail has not been ex- 
tensive as yet. 


“TAKE-ALL” FOOT ROT OF WHEAT 
(Experimental Farms Note) 


Foot or root rots of wheat have re- 
cently attracted much attention. 
These rots are caused by fungi, which 
attack the roots and bases of the 
stems of wheat and cause them to de- 
cay. ‘The wheat plants may be killed 
or stunted. When the attack is early 
and severe the plants die whenwyoung, 
or the plants may grow and produce 
heads, but usually they turn white and 
seem to ripen earlier than healthy 
plants. The kernels are shrivelled 
or no grain is ‘produced. Severai 
fungi may cause these rots, but tho 
one that hag attracted most attention 
in Australia and Europe is called che 
“Take-All” Foot Rot. ‘It has only re- 
cently been found in the United Stat- 
es and in Western Canada. In the 
United States and Australia it has 
attacked only fall wheat, but in Cana- 
daitwas found quite severe on Mar- 
quis. This disease is being studied in 
Canada, but it has not been under ob- 
servation long enough to know if it 
will be a very serious disease under 
Western Canada conditions. 

The “Take-all” disease can usually 
be recognized by the appearance of 
spots in the wheat fields where the 
straw and heads become white. These 
whitened plants can easily be pulled 
out of the ground, the roots and base 
of the stems will be found to be 
dead and usually dark in colour. A 
dark moldy growth is often present on 
the bases of the stems and very smal] 
spore cases can sometimes be seen 
imbedded in these growths. It is by 
means of the spores and the dark mol- 
dy growth that the fungus lives over 
the winter. ‘ 

As it is usually difficult to decide 
whether the “Take-all” fungus is pres- 
ent or not, specimens should be sent 
to the Dominion Botanist, Ottawa, or 
to one of the Dominion Laboratories in 
Western Canada. The specimens sent 


should include roots. 

Information about these diseases 
may be obtained from ,the Dominion 
Botanist at Ottawa on request.

‘Re- 
ceipts increasing. -Creamery Butter— 
large export demand coming from the 
old country, with the market at Mon- 
treal looking very firm. Receipts of 
butterfat in the U.S. not up to expec- 
tations and they are importing butter. 
Coast market also wants supply and a 
few shipments made each week. Make 
in country creameries increasing. 
Cream—Receipts becoming ‘heavier, 
but as long as butter outlook remains 
at present level, butterfat prices wi"! 
hold. Saskatchewan prices now 
about a cent ‘below Alberta, while 
Manitoba a cent below Saskatchewan 
levels. ‘Cheese—Market very firm in 
east and a large export business 
with Britain and the continent from 
Ontario. Some cheese from western 
provinces now being shipped east. We 
may have to import from Ontario next 
fall. Good trade keeps milk prices up. 

EGGS AND POULTRY 

Receipts in the west very light, 
though there ds no change in quota- 
tions. Eastern markets firm on light 
deliveries but setback may come with 
warmer weather. Hardly any eggs go- 
ing into storage. U. S. markets look 
good and values ‘high. Poultry—Re- 
ceipts heavier and values down, for de- 
liveries exceed the demand. A few 
more broilers received, but majority 
of shipments contain non-producing 
hens and old roosters. Eastern mar- 
kets good and offerings easily cleaned 
up. 


Dear Sir: 

I have read with pleasure, and a 
deal of profit, the letters on the sub- 
ject of evolution which have appeared 
in your paper, and am pleased that my 
letters have started such a good dis- 
cussion. I am glad to have been set 
right by Mr. Sansom in the matter of 
not being exact in my use of certain 
terms. ‘However, it seems plain that 
we are agreed on the main point, 
namely, that belief in the -theony of 
evolution need not, and should not, 
lead to atheism, but to a firm belief 
in God. “Student” has, I think, effect- 
ively answered Mr. Hermann’s argu- 
ment, but I would like to touch upon 
one statement which Mr. Hermann 
makes, to wit, that science is an ex- 
planation of facts. Books on science 
certainly set forth theories, which are 
“guesses” (if Mr. Sansom will have it 
so) or attempts to explain the why or 
how of certain facts. Let me illus- 
trate with a simple example. We ‘have 
the acknowledged fact that light com- 
es to us from the sun. To explain how 
it comes we have the theory that light 
is a wave-motion in the ether of space. 
Now, have we not, to use the same 
sort of example, the fact that there 
are many forms of life on this planet, 
and the theory of evolution to explain 
how they came to be as they are. 

We must freely admit that there can 
be more than one theory in explana- 
tion of one set of facts. The theory 
which science will accept is always 
the one which gives the most reason- 
served facts. 

The opponents of the theory of 
evolution are placing themselves in 
the same position as that occupied 
by the opponents of the Copernican 
theory, centuries ago, who were bound 
to insist that the earth was the centre 
of the universe. To bolster up their 
theory, they invented all sorts of ab- 
surd explanations for the observed 
fact of the motions of the stars. So 
will the opponents of the evolution 
theory, if ever they get down to sound 
argument, find themselves involved in 
absurdities. 

I would follow up “Student’s” sug: 
gestion that you publish some educa- 
tional matter on evolution by asking 
that you publish as full an account 
as you can of all the arguments used

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A GOOD HELP FOR THE 
RINK CAMPAIGN 


Providence combined most kindly 
with the Elks, the Board of Trade, and 
the people of Red Deer and district 
generally to make the Dominion Day 
picnic and carnival not only an enjoy- 
able local celebration but one which 
should realize a substantial sum as a 
help for the fund for the building of 
the covered skating rink which Red 
Deer 60 badly wants. The rain which 
fell in the afternoon of Wednesday did 
to spoil the 
afternoon's enjoyment, but it was very 
heavy while it lasted, and it produced 
nearly double the amount necessary to 
earn the insurance of $1,000.00 which 
the Elks had wisely taken out against 
its coming. This sum, with the profits 
from the day's entertainments, is a 
contribution towards the total needed 
for the rink. It is, however, only a 
contribution, and further efforts on 
a large scale will be needed if ithe 
scheme is going to be brought to a 
successful completion. Public opinion 
in the city seems to have definitely 
made up its mind that the rink must 
be got, and the various organizations 
are evidently going to put their best 
efforts forward. in the required direc- 
tion. It ought to be a matter of 
friendly competition between them all 
to see which can raise the most money 
or hit on the most ingenious scheme 
for the benefit of the rink fund. If 
the crop prospects are realized, there 
should be a_ considerable improve- 
ment in the business and financial con- 
ditions in the city and district this 
Autumn, which could be taken advan- 
tage of when the time comes to or- 
ganize various money-making enter- 
tainments. There will inevitably be 
some differences of opinion as to the 
exact method and scale of building 
the rink, but with all round good will 
these can all be adjusted, and a really 
useful addition to the community’s re- 
sources of healthy enjoyment will be 
attained. The Rotary Club made an 
excellent start. The Elks and Board 
of Trade have followed it up well. 
Now some other organization should 
take a hand and see if they can beat 
the efforts of the first two. Surely 
the ladies will not allow mere men’s 
organizations to beat them in this.

THE TROUBLED COAL INDUSTRY 


not last long enough 


From all sides there comes news of 
trouble in the coal mining industry. 
In Canada the Nova Scotia strike re- 
mains unsettled in spite of the at- 
tempt at mediation by Mr. Murdock, 
the Dominion Minister of Labour. The 
situation at Drumheller is quite un- 
settled with symptoms of unrest and 
violence showing themselves. In the 
Edmonton coal field a strike hag just 
begun and there have been complaints 
of violence there also. Nordegg is 
net working at anything like full pres- 
sure. 

In the United States there are 
threats of a great strike in the soft 
coal industry, while in Great Britain 
the first steps have been taken _ to- 
wards what may be another’ great 
general strike. 

Great Britain and the United States 
are the greatest coal producing coun. 
tries in the world. Only Germany 
can really compete with them. Canada 
is potentially another of the great 
coal-producing countries. If these 
three countries all find their coal in- 
dustry paralyzed by internal strife 
the position for them will be very 
serious and the whole world will to 
some extent feel the effects. 

It is not at all easy to suggest a 
reason for this widespread unrest in 
the coal mining industry. It is un- 
doubtedly an industry in which the 
conditions do not make for peace and 
contentment. Even under the best 
conditions coal mining is anything but 
an easy or pleasant occupation. Un- 
der the conditions which used to pre- 
vail very generally and which © still 
prevail in some countries and some 
mines, it is a dreadful occupation not 
really fit for human beings. It is 
not at all surprising that men who 
work at such a calling should be in- 
clined to be hard, bitter and suspicious 
as well as extravagantly eager for 
material comforts in their leisure 
‘thours. 
that the treatment of miners by the 
employers in the early days of the in- 
dustrial era was for the most part 
harsh and callous to a degree. Even 
at the present time the attitude of the 
average general public to the condi- 
tions prevailing in coal mines is one 
of almost complete ignorance and in- 
difference. It is a matter for serious 
consideration whether that state of in- 
lifference can safely be continued. 
Coal mining concerns the average 
eltizen vitally, In 2 country like 


Canada suppHes of coal are essential 
in practically every district if the 
civilized life of cities 1s to be main- 
tained. It may be that oil, gas and 
electricity may in time displace coal 
as a means of heating but that time 
has not yet arrived, whereas’ the 
crisis dn the coal mining industry is 
actually on us. A great judicial en- 
quiry was made into the conditions 
prevailing in the industry in Great 
Britain after the war, but it does not 
seem to have achieved any substantial 
results in the way of industrial peace. 
The employers constantly complain 
that they cannot pay the wages de- 
manded by the men anil yet sell their 
coal at a profit. The men as constant- 
ly accuse the employers of manipulat- 
ing the books in order to conceal their 
profits, and of being careless as to 
the conditions in the mines provided 
the coal is got out for sale. 

It is all very difficult and very dis- 
quieting, and the remedy cannot now 
be seen. Possibly the best line that 
can be taken is that of the fullest 
possible impartial enquiry into and 
disclosure of expenses, profits, and 
conditions prevailing, in order that 
at least something can be done to- 
wards getting rid of the suspicion 
which exists on all sides. That and 
the maintenance of order and preven- 
tion of violence seem to be the first 
things needed. Yet after all the 
cause of the trouble may lie deeper 
still, and may involve far-reaching 
enquiries before it can be solved, if 
indeed any solution at all is possible. 


THE MYSTERY OF THE 
HUDSON'S BAY RAILWAY 


A fortnight ago the annual conven- 
tion of the weekly newspapers of 
Canada met in Winnipeg. Advantage 
was taken of that fact by the “On to 
the Bay Association,” whose head- 
quarters are in Winnipeg, to bring to 
the attention of the members of the 
convention certain statements and pic- 
tures relative to the incomplete rail- 
way to Hudson’s Bay at Port Nelson. 
These were of such a character as to 
cause amongst some at least of the 
newspaper men a surprise, which was 
both complete and frankly acknow- 
ledged. Put briefly, some at least of 
these statements were as follows: 

“The sea route from Port Nelson 
through Hudson's ‘Straits to the open 
Atlantic and Great Britain is open all 
the year round and is not at any time 
closed by ice or of a very dangerous 
character. 

The distance from Port Nelson to 
Liverpool by this route is only a very 
few miles longer than the distance 
from Montreal to Liverpool and in- 
cludes no part like the St. Lawrence 
River section of the Montreal route, 
on which restricted speed is neces- 
sary and very slight deviations from 
the narrow dredged channel involve 
stranding for large steamers. 

The statements made from time to 
time ag to the unsuitability of Port 
Nelson for development as a seaport 
owing to the silt brought down by the 
Nelson River are unfounded. On the 
contrary, the sea or river bed at Port 
Nelson is formed of hard rock and 
dredging is not only needless but im- 
possible as a result of this hardness. 

The line to Port Nelson has been 
actually completed for the whole dis- 
tance except 92 miles, and even over 
that 92 miles the grading ‘has been 
done and all that is necessary is to 
lay the steel. 

At Port Nelson or along the route 
bridges and other works of a heavy, 
permanent and expensive character 
have been completed, and great quan- 
tities of railway plant and stores as 
well as shipping of various kinds have 
been accumulated, and are now lying 
in a state either of neglect or at least 
of suspended activity. 

So far from the land lying along the 
route of the line being a swampy, 
frozen and useless desert, it is good 
land, thoroughly capable of producing 
crops and well adapted for successful 
settlement. 

There is available for development 
along the route water power suflicient 
to allow of the line being operated en. 
tirely and cheaply by electricity. 

There are deposils of iron on or in 
the vicinity of the Bay of great 
amount and value. 

While millions of money have been 
‘spent in doing the work already finish- 
ed, only two million dollars are need- 
ed to complete the line to Port Nel- 
gon.” 

Now, to many people in Canada, and 
particularly in Hastern Canada and 
the far West, as distinguished from the 
Middle West of Manitoba and Saskat- 
chewan, it is believed that these 
statements will cause as much sur- 
prise as they did to the newspaper 
men who heard them made and saw 
the photographs alleged to have been 
taken along the route and at Port 
Nelson. The impression in the minds 
of these people has been that the set 
route from Hudson's Bay to the open 
Atlantic is open for only a short time 
of the year and even then is very dan- 
gerous from ice; while the undevelop- 
ed area lying along the route of the 


It is also to be remembered jline is thought by these people to be 


of such a character and subject to 
such a climate as to be quite unfit for 
settlement. The money needed to 
complete the line is believed to be very 
large in amount and for the reasons 
above stated the prospect of the line 
being a paying one is regarded as 
very doubtful, and finally there is lit- 
tle realization of the advanced state 
of completion of the line already. 

It does not nted argument to make 
plain the vital advantage to the Mid- 


dle West of Canada and probably to 
6 


the whole of the prairie provinces, not 
to mention portions of ‘the United 
States, to obtain access to the sea by 
a route so much shorter in respect of 
land haulage -than the existing routes 
to either Atlantic or Pacific ports. 

The thing that is so surprising and 
that so urgently needs investigation is 
how it comes about that after all the 
years of investigation, of expenditure, 
and of work done, there should still 
be possible such widespread ignor- 
ance as to the actual facts, and such 
declared and apparent differences ot 
opinion as to the possibilities of the 
railway and the area to be affected’ by 
it. The words “declared and appar. 
ent” are used with meaning because it 
is ‘difficult to believe that any who 
are really familiar with the situation 
can actually hold views so different 
about it. It is unfortunately almost 
an inevitable conclusion that in this 
matter great material interests are at 
stake and in consequence powerful 
influences are at work, on one side or 
the other, to obtain control of those 
interests, and to do so by the publi’ 
cation of statements, which are in- 
tended in the first instance to help the 
objects of those publishing them, with 
little or no regard for their intrinsic 
truth. 

It is to be remembered that it 4s at 
least possible, though by no mears 
certain, that the construction of this 
line may have consequences for Cana- 
da second only to those which follow- 
ed the construction of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. It is also possible 
that it may become a white elephant 
and a burden as expensive and far 
less useful than the existing Cana- 
dian National Railway system. What- 
ever be the truth as to this, the one 
thing that is quite intolerable and 
that should not be tolerated on any 
conceivable account, is that the people 
of Canada should be left uninformed 
and unable to form an intelligent judg- 
ment on this question. It is no use 
saying that all possible information 
can be got from the pages of Han- 
sard, the official record of what is 
said and done in the Parliament of the 
Dominion. In practice for the ordinary 
citizen Hansard is the inaccessible 
tomb of parliamentary proceedings 
and not their universal broadcasting 
agency. It is the plain and simple 
duty of the parliamentary representa- 
tives of the people to see to it that 
those whom they represent are in- 
formed shortly and clearly through 
the press, through public meetings, or 
through any other available agencies, 
as to the real facts of this question. 

It seems to be in the highest degree 
difficult to obtain impartial evidence 
on the subject. Certainly, the “On to 
the Bay Association” cannot for one 
moment claim to be disinterested wit- 
nesses. They are just as heavily 
interested on the one side as are, on 
the other, the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company, the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany, the Canadian National Railway 
system, and the great financial insti- 
tutions with these great companies, 
all of which are opposed to the com- 
pletion of the new line. 

What is needed and what the peo- 
ple of Canada and the West in par- 
ticular ought to demand from their 
representatives, are answers to these 
among other questions on this sub- 
ject: 

Is there any indisputably reliable 
evidence in existence as to the true 
conditions prevailing on the sea route 
from Port Nelson to the open Atlan- 
tic? If so, what is that evidence, and 
what is its general tenor? 

If there is so much doubt as to the 
value of the line, how comes it that 
the greater part of it has been already 
built, and on what basis of informa- 
tion and calculations was that build- 
ing done? 

Why was the completion of the line 
stopped? 

Was it stopped when the Dominion 
Government realized that it must take 
over the lines now forming the Cana 
dian National Railway system and be- 
cause of the fear that the new line 
might seriously affect that system? 

What is the true character of the 
land and climate in the area to be 
opened up by the new line? 

Is it really the case that the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Company has 
completed at least preliminary surveys 
for their own line to the Bay and is 
taking steps to anticipate the comple. 
tion of the present unfinished line? 

What is the truth about Port Nelson 
as a harbour in respect of depth of 
water available and jce conditions in 
Winter? 

Are there really quantities of ship- 
ping and railway equipment lying idle 
at Port Nelson or along the route, and 
if so, why? 

Is it true that great jron deposits 
exist in the vicinity of the Bay? If 
so, does any private corporation or in- 
dividual of any nationality but par- 
ticularly any American corporation or 
individual, possess any interest what- 
soever in those deposits? If so, 
who are they and how or when were 
their rights obtained’? 

How much money has been spent 
on the railway already and how much 
is really needed to complete it? 

Is it true that all and more than all 
the money needed to complete the line 
has already been received by Dom- 
injon Governments past or present 
from the sale of Western lands and so 
dealt with that it can now be neither 
recovered nor traced? 

If these questions were answered 
in any degree fully, the people of 
Canada might be able to make up their 
minds on this question. As things 
now are, there is ground for suspicion 
that reat Canadian interests are in 
process of injury through neglect. 
even if they are not actually ia grave 
danger of being deliburately betrayed.

THAT GRAIN MONOPOLY 


Until the permit system in the ship- 
ment of grain to Vancouver is defi- 
nitely abolished, this Port will never 
be able to render maximum service to 
the farmers of the West. 

Thereis no reason in the world why 
a few grain firms should have a 
monopoly on shipping grain through 
the Port of Vancouver. It is in- 
iquitous and can have no other effect 
than to work against the farmer and 
against this Port. 

A farmer walks into a country sta- 
tion with the idea of shipping a car of 
grain to Vancouver in order to secure 
the premium 6n the Vancouver route. 
He fis told that he cannot ship the car 
unless he has a permit showing he has 
ocean space booked at this Port. 

A representative of one of the grain 
firms will then slip up to the farmer 
and tell him that he has ocean space 
booked at Vancouver and will handle 
his car for him. But while the actual 
difference between Vancouver price 
and Fort William price may be seven 
or eight cents,'the representative will 
only give the: farmer two or three 
cents over the Fort William price. 

This is just like ticket scalping, 
with the ticket office sitting in on the 
game. 

The Port of Vancouver cannot afford 
to sit in on any game that will chea! 
the Western farmer out of the saving 
he might effect by shipping his grain 
via Vancouver. 

If ths Western grain grower is to 
get a square deal, if Vancouver is to 
be an open port, the permit system 
must be abolished.—Vancouver Sun.

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Salonika army in the Great ‘War. 
Hence this story. ' 

Evangeleia worked on the road. Not 
many Canadians found their war ser- 
vice take them, to the Balkan theatre 
of war, and therefore they did not be- 
come familiar with the great motor 
road built by the French and British 
military engineers from the little port 
of Itea on the Gulf of Corinth over the 
mountaing to the railway line from 
Atthens to Salonika. Starting from 
the sea at Itea the road ran through a 


great olive grove ten miles in extent J. 


close by the site of the ancient Delphi 
and past modern Amphissa. Then it 
began to climb and it climbed steadily 
in corkscrew curves up the steep 
mountain sides to a pass 3000 feet 
above sea level, whence it dropped 
even more steeply to Bralo lying on 
the plain amongst the encircling moun- 
tains. It was purely a military road 
made where the merest goat track 
ran before. It was a road of magnifi- 
cent scenery and of names famous in 
the classic days of Greek ‘history. It 
was also a road of wide and smooth 
surface, for it had to carry immense 
traffic in heavy motor lorries loaded to 
utmost capacity and needing plenty 
room to pass. Accidents were to be 
avoided, for a collision or a swerve 
at almost any point was Hable to send 
the car and its occupants hurtling 
over the quite unprotected edge of 
the road and down a thousand feet or 
more of sheer rock. Over the road 
went the convoys of men and supplies 
for the Allied armies around Salonika. 

Such traffic over such aé_ road 
meant enormous wear and tear to the 
surface, and that in its turn meant 
the employment of a large amount of 
labour for upkeep. Of such labour 
there was a considerable native sup- 
ply at cheap rates, and the Allies 
made use of it. The result was that 
users of the road became familiar 
with the sight of gangs of Greek men, 
women and children sitting beside the 
road with small hammers breaking up 
supplies of rock into small fragments 
suitable for being crushed and rolled 
into the smooth surface of the road 
by the steam-rollers. Small Greek 
boys were stationed at dangerous 
curves—and the road consisted main- 
ly of curves and they were usually 
dangerous—with red and green flags 
to signal to oncoming vehicles wheth- 
er the road was clear or not round 
the curve. Greek peasants drove their 
rickety chariots or carts drawn by 
lean horses and mules over the road. 
Donkeys laden with. baskets of grapes 
and with their owners seated  side- 
ways on thein backs, plodded over the 
road, looking grossly overloaded. Brit- 
ish soldiers, privates and non-coms., 
were on duty at various points, either 
controlling traffic or directing the ac- 
tivities of the labour gangs and vari- 
ous mechanical agencies such as the 
steam-rollers and stone crushers at 
work on the road. Here and there, 
as one went over the road, one passed 
herds of goats on the rocky and bar- 
ren hillsides in charge of Greek peas- 
ants clad in primitive garments, 
sometimes not much better than rags, 
and attended by big shaggy dogs, 
which looked half wolf. 

It was very hot on the road in sum- 

mer time. The Greek sun beat down 
on it day after day from a cloudless 
sky. The dust from the ever passing 
lorries rose in clouds round the work- 
ers on the road. The whole country- 
side was burnt up till hardly a blade 
of vegetation remained, and it seem- 
ed that not even a goat or a mule could 
pick up a living from the scorched red 
soll. It was otherwise in Winter. Then 
down on the level by the sea it was 
mild and pleasant, but up on the 
mountains where the road climbed to 
its highest point, icy vinds swept 
over tho passes and brought with 
them sleet and rain and wet miser- 
able snow. That was when the bands 
of peasant workers on the road look- 
ed supremely wretched. They crouch- 
ed and huddled along the roadside in 
mere shapeless bundles of rags, 
wearing usually as an overcoat the 
undressed hide of a goat with holes 
cut to admit the arms and with no 
sleeves. ‘Sometimes they had even 
less adequate protection against the 
weather, and as their little hammers 
tap-tapped on the ‘piles of stones, they 
looked blue and pinched and wretched, 
harly inclined to take any notice of 
the stream of traffic that passed them 
and perhaps added showers of mud 
to their discomfort. In the Summer 
they were happier. The heat and dust 
they were accustomed to. In a land 
where water is scarce and precious 
and constant bathing not regarded as 
essentfal to comfort, they were not 
greatly troubled by the conditions un- 
der which they worked, while ‘their 
pay was, according to the standards of 
Greece, high, and regularly handed 
over to them—not too common a thing 
in Greece, where labour is as yet 
very unprotected. Therefore in the 
summertime the workers on the road 
took a cheery interest in the novel 
sights they saw every day around 
them. 

From a British standpoint they were 
an unusual type of worker, for most of 
them were women and some were 
very old and others were mere child- 
ren, seemingly only seven or eight 
years oll. That they were mostly 
women was accounted for by the army 
having taken most of the able-bodied 
men, but also to some extent by the 
fact that the women of Greece are ex- 
pected to do an amount of hard manu- 
al work not usual in more favoured or 


Hvangelela was a Greek girl. Jack 
Williams was a British soldier in the

advanced countries. The result is 
seen in premature ageing, and a 
marked general absence of the classic 
type of beauty which some at least of 
the British soldiers expected to find 
in Greece and not finding were sorely 
Occasionally, however, 
the traditional types of beauty do 
appear, and Evangeleia was one of 
said, 


disappointed. 


these, and, as has been she 
worked on the road. 

She was 16 years old, of medium 
height, slender build; and dark com- 
plexion, with the deep brown eyes 
that so predominate amongst the 
Greek women to the exclusion of the 
blue eyes of the Northern races, and 
she was very beautiful. Her parents 
were peasants in one of the small vil- 
lages clinging precariously to the 
mountain sides, and like almost all 
the peasantry of Greece ‘they were 
desperately poor. So when the op- 
portunity came of earning high wages 
on the road, Evangeleia and her 
younger sister, Anna, aged 12, went 
to work in the stone-breaking gangs 
and sat by the side of the road with 
her small hammer and her heaps of 
large stoneg and bits of rock for 
\ breaking. Her father did not work on 
‘the road or anywhere else, because he 


had betaken himself to the mountains, 
as so many' others had done, to avoid 
being sent with the army to Salonika. 
In the divided state of feeling in 
Greece, when many government offi- 
cials and army officers. were only 
nominally supporting the Venizelist 
government, but actually were doing 
all they could to thwart and smbar- 
rass it, it was often possible for men 
who did not wish to serve in the 
army to disappear into the mountains 
and be maintained there by their 
families with the connivance of 
som? friendly official. 

Evangeleia’s father was one of these. 
Her mother remained at’home in the 
tiny cottage built of squares of turf.or 
mud, and did the house work and look: 
ed after the scanty poultry and ‘two or 
three goats that formed the family 
live stock, while the two girls worked 
on the road. From time to time her 
father came to see them, usually after 


dusk in case some strange and un- 
sympathetic government official or 
recruiting sergeant should see him, 


and: hale him off to the army or to 
prison. On these visits he would load 
himself with a supply of coarse brea‘, 
of cheese made from goats’ milk, milk, 
and the ‘home made wine of the peas- 
ants, and disappear again to his hid- 
ing place, or:rather his resting place, 
for there was really nothing to hide 
from while the local government offi- 
cial remained friendly. He had every 
reason to believe that the official 
would remain friendly, for the latter 
was one of several suitors for the 
hand of Evangeleia, who was now of 
full marriageable age according to 
Greek standards, and her father had 
given Dimitrios Stratos, the official 
in question, to understand that the 
successful issue of his suit was de. 
pendent on his continuing to turn a 
blind eye to his prospective father. 
{n-law’s military delinquency. Evan- 
geleia herself was not consulted in 
the matter. 

So it was that every day Evan- 
geleia and her sister climbed up the 
steep and: narrow track from ‘their 
home in the village to their place of 
work on the road. It was about a 
third of a mile from the -village ‘to the 
road, but it was all up-hill. From their 
place of work on the road they could 
look down directly to their cottage and 
see their mother going out and in 
about her work. They started out 
early in the morning and took with 
them their dinner of bread and cheese 
and grapes which they eat at midday. 
They worked all day and at evening 
they made their way home again down 
the steep track with other workers to 
the village. 

It happened that their place of work 
was immediately beside a point on 
the road where there was a_ spring 
of water gushing from the mountain 
side. It was the practice of the Brit- 
ish convoys to pull up at this spot for 
a ten minutes’ halt on the four-hour 
journey between Itea and Bralo. It 
was practically the top of the pass. 
Drivers replenished the water in their 
radiators and looked to their brakes in 
view of the steep descent immediately 
to be taken. The men in the crowded 
lorries got out and stretched their 
legs; After. the fashion of British .sol- 
diers everywhere they used to ex- 
change good-natured and _ usually 
quite unintelligible pleasantries with 
the younger members of the stone 
breaking gangs beside the road. Then, 
when their brief halt was over, they 
climbed back into their lorries, the 
long convoy started again, and with 
cheery grins and farewells they dis- 
appeared down the long slope to Bralo 
and whatever fate awaited them at 
the front. 

As long as the war lasted the 
stream of men wag almost’ wholly 
flowing in one direction—towards 
Bralo and the front, for leave was 
notoriously rare in the Salonika 
army. Therefore the men in the 
lorries passed once and did not re- 
turn. With the drivers of the lorries, 
however, that was not the case. They 
were kept on the same work for lone 
periods, for with such a road it was 
desirable to have drivers who knew it 
as intimately as possible. As a result 
the workers in the  stone-breaking 
Bangs came to know many of the lor- 
ry drivers well by sight, and the lorry 
drivers in their turn came to develop a 
sharp eye for any of the rare pretty 
faces amongst the gangs. In ‘this 


‘ease conversation was not confined to 


an exchange of mutually unintelligible 


salutations. The drivers. being 
Stationed at Bralo or Itea came _ to 
pick up more or less of the Greek 


language and so came to be able to 
enter into conversation in some sort 
of fashion’ with the people of the 
country, amongst whom the owners of 
the afore-mentioned pretty faces were 
included on any available occasions. 
One of the drivers was a young and 
cheery English private, who, for the 
purpose of this narrative, may be 
called Jack Williams. He had early 
noted Evangeleia amongst her fellow 
workers and had decided that she was 
the prettiest girl he had seen in this 
theatre of war. He therefore began to 
look out for her as he went up and 
down the road on his lorry, to smile 
and wave a hand to her as he passed 
and call out an occasional greeting as 
his knowledge of Greek increased. 
The greeting might seem to be ad- 
dressed to the group of workers in 
general, but it was actually meant 
for Evangeleia alone, and before long 
that young person was perfectly well 
aware of the fact and not at all dis- 
pleased with it, for Williams was a 
sturdy, good-looking fellow and_ the 
prestige of the British soldiers stood 
high, especially in the later stages of 
the war. They were also accounted 
wealthy according to the ideas of 
the Greek peasants and altogether ful- 
ly as attractive as forelgn and victor- 
fous and well-disposed: soldiery usual- 
ly seem tobe to the simple maidens 
of the lands in which they campaign. 
From passing smiles and greetings 
the acquaintance advanced further. 
Occasionally Williams found that his 
place in the convoys allowed him to 
pull up ‘his lorry for the accustomed 
halt close to where Evangeleia was 
working and then he would manage to 
stroll over to her and air a few of his 
stumbling sentences for her admir- 
ation and usually for her amusement. 
Then he began to give her small pres- 
enis--usually chocolate from the 
canteen stores at Bralo or Itea, an oc- 
casional tin of bully beef, which was 
a weariness to British soldiers but a 
highly-prized luxury to Greek  peas- 
ants. In his turn he taught her a few 
phrases of English. “Kale 'Mera” 
(Good Day), he would say and present 
his gift. “Christo Poll,” or “Thank 
you much,” Evangeleia would reply 
with a flash of white teeth 
up her dark face, 


lighting | horrified at the accident. 
It was all quite was roughly set by such amateur skill 


harmless and- quite unobtrusive, | for 
other soldiers used to stroll over ‘and 
talk to other girls among the gangs, 
though gradually it was recognized by 
all concerned that Evangeleia - and 
Williams were to be allowed to talk 
undisturbed as being on a special 
footing of acquaintance. Evangeleia 
always shared her chocolate and such 
things with her younger sister, as they 
worked. The “bully beef she would 
take home’ in-‘the evenings te her 
mother, andthe family would enjoy 
the rare luxury of good meat for a 
meal or two. To Williams it was 
merely one of the ordinary ‘harmless 
war flirtations, of no importance or 
seriousness whatever, but to Evan- 
geleia it soon; became a .good deal 
more. Harmless friendships of that 
type are little known among the 
southern races and she had had _neith- 
er the age nor the experience to warn 
her to keep.a-guard over her heart 
against the young soldier. She there- 
fore soon:came.to think about him a 
good deal,.to watch for the coming of 
his lorry, and to count it a wasted day 
when no convoy came over the road, 
or if it did come, his place in it when 
it drew up, was such as not to allow 
him to come.and talk to her. 

She did not tell her mother anything 
of this. Her mother, like her father, 
had no special:regard for the British 
or any other of the Allied troops and 
moreover her mother knew all about 
Dimitrios Stratosy and his intentions 
with regard to Evangeleia, and the 
importance from her husband’s stand- 
point that these intentions should at 
least for the time being appear to en- 
counter no hindrance. The occas- 
ional bully-beef could be explained 
fairly simply, for wherever British 
soldiers were throughout the war, 
there the intelligent native was able 
to glean from chance or stray gener- 
osity certain stock supplies of the 
Army. Evangeleia’s little sister Anna 
was loyal to her. The sisters were ex- 
cellent friends and the younger re- 


garded the (elder’s romance with 
highly interested approval. 
There was another, however, who 


did not so regard it. This was Irene 
Anastopoulos, another of the stone- 
breaking girls, who worked close be- 
side Evangeleia. Irene was coarse 
and fat and by no means attractive. 
No soldier ever went out of his way to 
try to talk. to her. Neither chocolate 
nor bully beef fell to her. She was 
not a kindly natured girl at the best 
and the favour shown to Evangeleia 
roused her jealous ill-will. She, too, 
knew all about Dimitrios Stratos. The 
result was that she found an oppor- 
tunity of meeting him and telling him 
with considerable highly colored exag- 
geration of Evangeleia’s unworthy 
faithlessness to his influential self. 
Dimitrios was furious. He had no 
love for the (Allies at the best of tim- 
es and here was a deadly injury done 
to him by a British soldier. His first 
idea was to have the successful rival 
pointed out to him and then to pick 
him off with a rifle from ‘behind some 
convenient rock as he drove along tho 
road. That, however, was risky. In 
King Constantine’s days it was much 
less so. Then the murder of Allied 
soldiers under such circumstances or 
any other circumstances was looked 
on with well understood, though de- 
cently veiled favour in official Greek 
circles, and no awkward questions 
were asked ag to those responsible, or 
if Allied pressure made questions un- 
avoidable, every warning and _assis- 
tance was given to prevent the em- 
barrassment of any worthy individual 
concerned. Things were different 
now. Venizelos sat in Athens and his 
officials and agents were apt to view 
with acute disapproval any accidents 
to Allied soldiers, and to visit such 
disapproval on the minor officials in 
whose jurisdiction such accidents oc- 
curred. Even now the position of 
Dimitrios owing to suspicion as to his 
political opinions was somewhat pre. 
carious. If, however, one of those 
who had thus wronged him was too 
dangerous to touch, the other was not. 
Evangeleia should pay for her con. 
duct. It was necessary to act with 
the approval of her parents, who per: 
haps loved Evangeleia a little, bu! 
certainly loved her wages from the 
British paymaster even more, and 
might not take kindly ‘the loss, even 
temporary, of these last without somo 
good and sufficient explanation.

cijation and capture. Hvangeleia ‘was 
laid on ‘her poor bed. Her mother 
gave her such grudging attention ag 
was absolutely necessary. Little Anna 
cried over her and stayed beside her 
as long as was possible each day in 
view of her work on: the road.: . No- 
body in the village took much notice. 
Up on the road away above the vil- 
lage the convoys came and: went, and 
the stone-breaking gangs worked. 
From the window of her room beside 
which her bed was put. Evangeleia 
could see the great lorries climbing 
the road from Itea, could see them 
halt at the summit, see the soldiers 
get down and stroll about, then take 
their places again, and the convoys 
re-start and roll away to Bralo and the 
railway. It was too far for her to pick 
out individuals among the soldiers.

The news 
spread through the Greek villages, and 
though it was the defeat of Bulgaria 
and Turkey that stirred the greatest 
enthusiasm among the Greeks, yet 
the surrender of Austria and Germany 
and the complete triumph of the Al.

It.was only. slowly’ that 
Evangeleia realized.all this, for, the 
news reached ‘the village slowly and 
uncertainly, and its effect was only 
imperfectly . understood. by. people 
whose. knowledge of the outside world 
was: s0°>scanty.. One thing, however, 
she realized only’ too'soon—that the 
British soldiers were going home an‘ 
that her own particular soldier we: 
probably. be gone before she was well 
enough to return to her work on. ‘the 
road, where she could see him again 
and speak to him. 


Before the Bulgarian and Turkish 
collapse the stream of men and. sup- 
plies was almost wholly from -Itea to 
Bralo.

‘Con- 
voy after.convoy of men passed over 
the road to Itea on their way home, 
men in the highest of spirits, their 
long ordeal finished, their work done 
and ended in a victory. The stone- 
breakers on the road saw them going, 
heard them singing their cheerful, 
irreverent music-hall choruses as the 
lorries lumbered over the mountains, 
waved a response to their grectings. 
To Evangeleia the prospect was too 
utterly painful for contemplation, the 
future was wholly dark. She had now
